DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims 12-15 are drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in Paper No. 1 1/22/04. A complete reply to the final rejection must include 
cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) See 
MPEP§ 821.01. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a, printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Davey 
et al.(USPN 6,595,966). 

Davey et al. discloses a multilumen catheter with an elongated body having a 
proximal end and a distal end, a first lumen (212) having a sidewall, a first distal 
opening, a first guide-wire opening, and a second lumen (106) with a second opening 
(45), and a second guide-wire opening, wherein the catheter further comprises a hub 
connected to the proximal end of the body (Figure 5D, 13 and entire reference) 
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The guide-wire openings are discussed in Column 9, lines 29-33 as well as can 
be seen in Figures 14A, 14B. 

3. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Martin 
(USPN 5,405,341). 

Martin discloses a multilumen catheter with an elongated body having a proximal 
end and a distal end, a first lumen (30) having a sidewall, a first distal opening (46), a 
first guide-wire opening (52), and a second lumen (28) with a second opening (44), and 
a second guide-wire opening (50), wherein the catheter further comprises a hub 
connected to the proximal end of the body (Figure 1 , 4 and entire reference) 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 3/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

5. With regards to Davey and Martin the applicant is arguing intended use and in 
response to applicant's argument that the openings are guidewire openings is a mere 
recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. In a claim drawn to a process of 
making, the intended use must result in a manipulative difference as compared to the 
prior art. See In re Casey, 370 F.2d 576, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) and In re Otto, 
312 F.2d 937, 939, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Therefore, the examiner has

taken the stance that the openings in the prior art would be capable of allowing a 
guidewire through the opening. 

6. With regards to Martin and the second opening extends obliquely away from the 
sidewall distally towards the first opening is taught by Martin. The examiner assumes 
that the applicant is trying to add the limitations to the second opening because Martin 
discloses this limitation. See below. 

The opening is extending distal towards the first 
opening, as well as obliquely away from the 
sidewall.
